'Supreme sacrifice’

Thousands of Nova 
Scotians gathered across 
HRM yesterday to pay re¬ 
spects to Canada’s war 
dead. 

At the Parade Square in 
downtown Halifax, where 
soldiers have marched for 
more than 250 years, 
dozens of Canadian Forces 
personnel past and present 
were joined by hundreds of 
Haligonians. At 11 a.m., 
canons rumbled through 
the still air and a Sea King 
helicopter flew past as 


heads bowed in a moment 
of silence. 

Lt.-Gov. Mayann Francis 
laid the first wreath at the 
newly refurbished ceno¬ 
taph. She was followed by 
Silver Cross Mother Angela 
Reid, whose son Christo¬ 
pher died in Afghanistan in 
2006. 

After the ceremony, Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter said he 
was glad to see such a big 
turnout. 

“More and more, people 
are understanding that the 
act of remembrance is an 
important one, that people 
made huge sacrifices to se¬ 
cure the peace and free¬ 


dom that we enjoy today,” 
he said. 

Dexter served in the 
navy, but his thoughts 
were with his late father, 
who fought in the Second 
World War. 

“He signed up during the 
war, left his wife and two 
kids behind in Milton, and 
was overseas for four years 
— a big piece of his life,” he 
said. “He was just one of 
many who did that, and 
they came from all the 
small towns, from Milton 
and Bridgetown and Yar¬ 
mouth and Glace Bay, and 
they came to do their duty 
and serve their country.” 


Thomas Waters, Royal 
Canadian Legion district 
commander for Nova Sco¬ 
tia/Nunavut Command, or¬ 
ganized yesterday’s event. 

“I think we’re getting 
more people out because of 
what’s happening in the 
world today, and that’s the 
sad part. The good part is 
people are remembering 
those who gave the 
supreme sacrifice,” he said. 

“(Veterans) feel especially 
sorry for the young ones 
that have passed away (in 
Afghanistan because 
they’ve seen it happen and 
here it’s happening over 
again.” 


More delays 
on horizon for 
Dartmouth, 
Herring Cove 
sewage plants 

infrastructure There are 
more delays for Halifax’s 
troubled sewage 
treatment system. 

The CBC reported that 
the Halifax Regional 
Municipality has applied 
for a six-month extension 
of commissioning permits 
for the Dartmouth and 
Herring Cove treatment 
plants. 

The application marks 
the second time the city 
has asked for more time 
for the Dartmouth plant to 
meet effluent discharge 
targets before assuming 
ownership from the 
builder. 

The Dartmouth plant re¬ 
ceived a one-year 
extension from the Envi¬ 
ronment Department at 
the start of the year but 
that expires soon. 

“There are some under¬ 
lying problems related to 
that but the main issue is 
there is still some 
construction going on at 
the plant,” James 
Campbell of Harbour Solu¬ 
tions told the CBC 

The Dartmouth plant 
opened in July 2008 but 
the Herring Cove facility is 
still under construction. 

The Halifax treatment 
plant hasn’t been operat¬ 
ing since a power outage 
last January caused raw 
sewage to flood the facility 
and destroy equipment. 

It isn’t expected to be 
operational until the 

spring. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Gun amnesty 
program a hit 

exchange A new program 
designed to get guns off the 
streets of Hahfax is being 
heralded as a major success 
by police. 

Pixels for Pistols, a gun 
amnesty program launched 
last week in HRM, allows 
citizens to turn in a 
functional firearm in 
exchange for a new digital 
camera and a gift card from 
Henry’s School of Imaging. 

In the first week, police 
have collected 101 firearms 
and more than 2,000 
rounds of ammo. 

That’s already double the 
entire weapons haul the 
last time police ran the 
month-long program in 
2006. Another 70 people 
have made appointments 
for this week. 

“We are very pleased 
with the overwhelming re¬ 
sponse,” said Supt. Don 
Spicer, HRM’s public safety 
officer. “Every gun that is 
retrieved during this 
program is one less gun 
that could end up in the 
wrong hands.” 

Spicer said many of the 
guns used in street crime 
are stolen from legitimate 
gun users — and if people 
aren’t using their firearms 
for hunting or recreation, 
they might as well turn 
them over. 

In 2006, the program did 
not include giving out cam¬ 
eras. This year the cameras 
are donated by Henry’s. 

The program runs until 
the end of the month. Non¬ 
functional firearms and 
ammunition are good for a 
gift card alone.

Court OKs $ 13 M abuse suit 


Settlement brokered by bishop now facing child porn charges

Under starkly different 
circumstances than when 
it was unveiled, the $13- 
million class action 
lawsuit Bishop Raymond 
Lahey negotiated with 
victims of sexual abuse 
was approved this week. 

In August Bishop Lahey 
sat side-by-side with Ronald 
Martin to announce the set¬ 
tlement. Martin was himself 
a victim of sexual abuse at 
the hands of a priest. He led 
a charge for compensation 
after his brother committed 
suicide, leaving a note that 
revealed his history of being 
abused as a youth. 

“I want to express to you 
in a personal way my most 
sincere regrets for the 


abuse that you and other 
members of your family 
have suffered,” Lahey said 
at the time. 

Weeks later Lahey would 
become a nationally 
known figure when he was 
charged with entering the 
country with child pornog¬ 
raphy on his laptop. 

The agreement was de¬ 
signed for the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Antigo- 
nish to pay up to $13 mil¬ 
lion to victims while avoid¬ 
ing bankruptcy. It was con¬ 
tingent on approval from 
the Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia. 

On Tuesday the court 
ruled the agreement met 
the necessary criteria and 
“constituted a fair and rea¬ 
sonable settlement that was 
in the best interests of the 
class as a whole.”

Lax safety oversight key factor in '07 private jet crash: Report 


Ineffective oversight of safe¬ 
ty regulations was a key fac¬ 
tor behind a 2007 jet crash 
in Nova Scotia that left 10 
people injured, including 
Tim Hortons co-founder 
Ron Joyce, the Transporta¬ 


tion Safety Board concluded 
in a final report Tuesday. 

The independent agency 
found private aircraft opera¬ 
tors regulated by the Cana¬ 
dian Business Aviation Asso¬ 
ciation were not held to the 


same standard as commer¬ 
cial airlines regulated by 
Transport Canada. 

The federal department 
transferred regulatory re¬ 
sponsibility for some avia¬ 
tion operators to the private 


association in 2003, then 
failed to exercise effective 
oversight, the board said.

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Vaccinations not likely 
to be finished before flu 
season ends: Officials 


Flu Outbreak 


It could be well after the flu 
season has passed before 
everyone in Nova Scotia will 
be able to receive a vaccina¬ 
tion against the swine flu, 
Nova Scotia’s health minis¬ 
ter said Tuesday. 

Maureen MacDonald said 
based on a steady supply of 
50,000 doses a week, it 
could be February before all 
of the province’s 900,000 
residents can get the shot. 

“We still have a ways to 
go,” she told reporters. 
“This program will contin¬ 
ue all of this month and 
well into December and 
possibly beyond.” 

MacDonald said she 
hoped to resume deliveries 
of 50,000 doses of adjuvant- 
ed vaccine in the coming 
weeks, but had no guaran¬ 
tee from the federal govern¬ 
ment or the manufacturer 
of when that might happen. 

The time to roll out the 
vaccine far exceeds the six 
to nine weeks the provin¬ 
cial government initially ex¬ 
pected it would take to 
complete the immuniza¬ 
tion program. 

Officials in Nova Scotia 
have administered about 
140,000 doses so far in the 
province, representing only 
about 15 per cent of the 
population.

Priority groups 

• On Tuesday, the province

province’s chief public 
health officer, said the 
slowdown in the produc¬ 
tion of the vaccine means 
they’ve received only 
207,400 doses — a fraction 
of what they expected. 

“Several weeks ago, we 
were expecting by this time 
to have received between 
350,000 to 450,000 doses,” 
Strang said. “So we certain¬ 
ly have quite a gap.” 

Strang conceded that it 
could be well after the 
H1N1 flu pandemic has 
eased that all people are 
able to get their shot, de¬ 
pending on the supply of 
the vaccine. 

But he said it’s possible 
there will be a third wave of

Gas-guzzling cabs that 
drive miles without a pas¬ 
senger may soon be a 
thing of the past in HRM. 

On Tuesday night, Hali¬ 
fax Regional Council ap¬ 
proved in principal amend¬ 
ments to the current taxi 
bylaw which aim to reduce 
the environmental impact 
of the city’s cabs. 

They voted to scrap the 
current “zone” system 
where cars can only pick 
up passengers in designat¬ 
ed areas. This caused cab¬ 
bies to drive back and 
forth between zones with¬ 
out a passenger — a prac¬ 
tice known as deadhead¬ 
ing. 

“Our objective as a mu¬ 
nicipality is to reduce our 
carbon footprint and re¬ 
duce greenhouse gases,” 
said Coun. Jim Smith. “We 
have a great opportunity 
here.” 

The city is currently di¬ 
vided in three zones, and 
drivers are generally not 
permitted to pick up or 


drop off a fare in a zone 
unless they are licensed 
there. Those who support 
opening the whole city to 
every cab say the change 
will also make it easier to 
hail a taxi downtown 
when the bars close and 
revellers spill out onto the 
streets. 


But not everyone in 
council chambers support¬ 
ed eliminating the zones. 

“The reason they are in 
place is so people out in 
Sackville and Cole Harbour 
get service,” said Coun. 
Steve Adams, chairman of 
the HRM’s taxi commis¬ 
sion. “If there’s a Moose- 


heads game in Halifax, all 
the cabs (would be) there.” 

Councillors also agreed 
to allow smaller, more fu¬ 
el-efficient taxis to operate 
throughout HRM, opening 
the door for hybrid vehi¬ 
cles that pump fewer car¬ 
bon emissions into the at¬ 
mosphere. 


transit City council took 
the first of what will like¬ 
ly be many baby steps to¬ 
wards approving a new 
five-year transit plan on 
Tuesday. 

The municipality’s 23 
councillors agreed to re¬

Debating Afghan 
war’s merits, perils 

Columnists' views dash during Halifax forum

A national debate on 
whether the war in 
Afghanistan is a “noble 
fight” or a “lost cause” 
kicked off in Halifax Tues¬ 
day night. 

On the eve of Remem¬ 
brance Day, Maclean’s 
magazine columnists An¬ 
drew Coyne and Paul Wells 
led a panel discussion from 
Neptune Theatre broadcast 
live on CPAC on Canada’s 
planned withdrawal from 
combat in 2011. 

Wells said it was a “no¬ 
ble fight,” but spoke of a 
soldier he had met in 
Petawawa, Ont., who was 
excited to go away and 
“make a difference.” 

“I am increasingly less 
certain that they are con¬ 
tinuing to make a stable 
and long-lasting differ¬ 
ence,” Wells said. 

Kandahar residents feel

Quebec alone in gun 
registry support: Poll 


firearms Quebecers are 
alone in wanting to save 
the long-gun registry, a new 
poll suggests. 

Outside the province, 
most Canadians aren’t con¬ 
vinced the registry has 
done much to reduce gun 
crime and appear content 
to abolish it. 

The survey by The Cana¬ 
dian Press Harris-Decima 
was conducted Nov. 5-8, 
just after the House of Com¬ 
mons gave approval in prin¬ 
ciple to a private member’s 
bill aimed at killing the 
controversial registry. 

The bill, sponsored by a 
Conservative MP with the 
wholehearted endorsement 
of the Harper minority gov¬ 
ernment, passed its first 
hurdle with help from 12 
New Democrats, eight Lib¬ 
erals and one Independent. 

In Quebec, a majority of 
respondents — 56 per cent

dents in Quebec — 56 per 
cent — say they do not want 
to abolish Canada’s gun reg¬ 
istry. 

— said they’re opposed to 
abolishing the registry. And 
50 per cent said they be¬ 
lieved the registry has 
helped reduce gun crime. 

Outside Quebec, it was a 
different story. 

Majorities in Atlantic 
Canada (50 per cent), 
British Columbia (51 per 
cent), Alberta (64 per cent) 
and Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan (61 per cent) 
said it’s a good idea to get 
rid of the registry. 

Ontarians were split on 
the issue, with 42 per cent 
favouring abolition and 40 
per cent opposed.

Body not found, ex-wife's boyfriend charged 


Mark Stover was a dog- 
trainer-to-the-stars in the 
Seattle area. He taught 
obedience to the pets of 
Pearl Jam and Nirvana and 
Starbucks chairman 
Howard Schultz. He also 
trained his own dog, Din¬ 
go — for protection. 

But when Stover’s killer 
came last month, there 
was nothing Dingo could 
do. 

She was shot in the face, 
but survived. When 
deputies arrived, the only 
signs of her master were 
smears of blood in a down¬ 
stairs bedroom and hall¬ 
way. 

Investigators have yet to 
find Stover’s body, but 
prosecutors have charged 


his ex-wife’s boyfriend 
with murder in a case that 
may have stemmed from 
their divorce two years ago. 

Stover’s friends said they 
knew little about the 
breakup but believed he 
had moved on and was en¬ 
gaged to another woman 
when he disappeared. 

“We never talked about 
that — just about the 
dogs,” said Anacortes po¬ 
lice animal control officer 
Marie Padovan. “Dogs that 
were uncontrollable would 
go to Mark and they could 
be controlled. It’s a big loss 
for all of us dog people.” 

Stover, 57, and ex-wife 
Linda Opdyclce, 45, opened 
Island Dog Adventures in 
the early 1990s on an is¬ 


land her wealthy family 
owned 90 kilometres north 
of Seattle. 

The kennel offered mas¬ 
sages, pedicures, a raw- 
meat diet and weight-loss 
programs. The dogs 
roamed the island freely. 
Clients included Pearl 
Jam’s Eddie Vedder; former 
Nirvana bassist Krist 
Novoselic; Soundgarden’s 
Chris Cornell; moviemaker 
Cameron Crowe and his 
wife, singer Nancy Wilson 
of the ’70s pop group 
Heart; and Costco Corp. 
CEO Jim Sinegal. Japanese- 
born baseball player Ichiro 
Suzuki, an outfielder for 
the Seattle Mariners, 
brought his Shiba Inu

Wiens 
had argued, however, that 
his actions were not pre¬ 
meditated and that he had 
no xenophobic motivation. 

Al-Sherbini, a 31-year-old 
pharmacist, was stabbed at 
least 16 times by Wiens in 
the Dresden courtroom 
where she was to testify 
against him. She had filed 
a complaint against him in 
2008, accusing him of in¬ 
sulting her with racial 
slurs, calling her a "terror¬ 
ist" and an "Islamist" dur¬ 
ing an altercation.

The job falls 
first to their moms, and 
then girlfriends and wives. 

There are, of course, ex¬ 
ceptions, and here is where 
the alleged insight into re¬ 
lationships comes in. Men, 
according to the crack sci¬ 
entific team at Deben¬ 
hams, will shell out for 
new underwear when sin¬ 
gle, desperately trying to 
head off a breakup, or look¬ 


ing for a new relationship. 

The message from 
Debenhams might be 
parsed as thus: Girls, better 
come in and stock up to en¬ 
sure your man isn’t getting 
any ideas. If he’s purchased 
some of our quality men’s 
undergarments, thereby 
making himself irresistible 
to the ladies, he may be up 
to something. 

There’s also a less-than- 
subtle hint to the single 
man that perhaps what you 
need in order to correct 
that condition is a requisi¬ 


tion of underwear, and 
Debenhams disinterestedly 
puts the recommended 
dosage of this cure at some¬ 
where more than 31 pairs 
per annum. 

I’m not sure I follow the 
logic of this dating strategy. 
It seems to me that if a po¬ 
tential mate is seeing you 
in your underwear, things 
are already going quite 
well. Certainly, if one is ex¬ 
pecting company, a pair 
without holes is ideal, but 
beyond that, are brand and 
vintage really likely to 


make much difference?

Boring investments can be beautiful

Perhaps it’s a sure sign of 
broad economic recovery, 
or maybe it’s that longer 
term thinking is, if only 
momentarily, trumping the 
short-term perspective that 
usually dominates invest¬ 
ing. 

Whatever the reason, 
boring briclcs-and-mortar 
type investments have be¬ 
come alluring. Earlier this 
month, Warren Buffett of 
Berkshire Hathaway made 


his “all-in wager on the 
economic future of the 
United States” by spending 
$44 billion US to buy the 77 
per cent of Burlington 
Northern Santa Fe that he 
didn’t already own. The 
railroad buy is the largest 
single acquisition in Berk¬ 
shire Hathaway’s history. 

Major Canadian in¬ 
vestors are also making big 
bets in primary industries 
and infrastructure. 

There are several reasons 
why such straightforward 
investments are desirable, 
starting with the fact 
they’re readily understand¬ 
able and have track 
records, unlike many tech¬ 
nology plays. Fundamental 
businesses like railroads 
and health care reflect 


long-term economic trends 
— the cost-efficient, even 
“green,” movement of 
goods in a growing econo¬ 
my in the case of railroads, 
and the provision of servic¬ 
es to a growing older popu¬ 
lation in the instance of 
health care. 

Infrastructure also has 
charms. Toll roads, air¬ 
ports, power generation 
and transmission and ports 
typically operate in stable 
regulatory environments 
and tend to provide steady, 
inflation-adjusted returns 
over long periods. 

Pension investors like 
the CPP Investment Board 
have long had a soft spot 
for infrastructure invest¬ 
ments. By necessity, pen¬ 
sion funds have an eye to 


what their liabilities are go¬ 
ing to look like a couple of 
decades from now, so buy¬ 
ing and holding reliable 
cash generators like air¬ 
ports and roads is helpful. 

But even investors with 
shorter time horizons can 
benefit from a mix of basic 
businesses and infrastruc¬ 
ture that ensure participa¬ 
tion in economic upturns 
while helping to moderate 
downturns. Water and 
sewage companies or roads 
and tunnels may not be 
glamorous, but unlike tech 
darlings or trendy retailers, 
they’ll deliver investment 
returns year after year.

Whether it’s “Sit or Squat,” 
a mobile guide to public 
washrooms sponsored by 
the makers of Charmin’ 
bathroom tissue, or Apple 
Students, a Facebook site 
sponsored by the comput¬ 
er maker with 1.4 million 
followers, new forms of 
digital marketing and ad¬ 
vertising are gaining 
ground. 

The recession has accel¬ 
erated the trend as 
consumer packaged goods 
firms and retailers look for 
more cost-effective ways 
to get their message 
across, joining technology 
firms who were earlier 
adopters of new media, ac¬ 
cording to a new survey by 
Ipsos Reid. 

However, Canadian 
companies remain 
challenged by their lack of 
knowledge about these 
new forms of advertising, 
Ipsos-Reid president Steve 
Levy said yesterday. And 
mobile applications are 
hampered by Canada’s 
costly and uncompetitive 
mobile communications 
infrastructure, he added. 

“Digital media is gain¬ 
ing momentum,” Levy told 
a digital marketing confer¬ 
ence in Toronto. “The 
recession is absolutely 
playing a part, fuelling the 
move to online 
marketing.” 

When advertisers and 
their agencies were asked 
about their spending 
intentions for next year, 

80 per cent said they 
planned to spend more on 
online media, 57 per cent 
mentioned email and 46 
per cent were looking at 
more mobile applications. 

Digital media remains a 
relatively small segment 
of advertisers’ total budg¬ 
ets, the conference heard. 
Newspapers remain the 
single largest advertising 
medium in Canada, 
accounting for a quarter of 
all advertising dollars 
spent, according to the 
Canadian Newspaper Asso¬ 
ciation.

The real estate market did¬ 
n't fall as hard or as fast in 
Canada as it did in the 
U.S., but some spots did 
suffer steep losses and a 
recovery will be slow as in¬ 
vestors worry about 
another potential 
economic dip, a new 
report suggests. 

Total losses in value 
across Canada will average 
between 10 to 20 per cent 
compared to the highs of 
two years ago, according to 
the study by Pricewater- 
houseCoopers and the Ur¬ 
ban Land Institute. 

But some areas saw a 
much deeper drop. The re¬ 
port released yesterday 
predicts a slow recovery to 
begin by the end of next 
year. 

“For 2010, we are rating 
only fair investment out¬ 
looks for most property 
types and predict generally 
weak conditions for devel¬ 
opment,” said Chris Potter 
of PricewaterhouseCoop- 
ers.

It shows Canadian real 
estate investors are still 
worried about more poten¬ 
tial economic shocks, par¬ 
ticularly from the U.S. fi¬ 
nancial system. 

That is despite conserva¬ 
tive banking practices in 
Canada and stricter regula¬ 
tion that saved many Cana¬ 
dian investors from over¬ 
leveraging during the re¬ 
cent housing recession.

World Bank president says 
U.S. recovery threatened 


economy Stubbornly high 
joblessness threatens to 
trigger loan defaults and 
drag on consumption next 
year, hobbling a U.S. econ¬ 
omy struggling to rebound 
from recession, World 
Bank president Robert 
Zoellick said yesterday. 

Zoellick warned that the 
U.S. unemployment rate, 
which jumped to a 26-year 
high of 10.2 per cent in Oc¬ 
tober, will likely remain el¬ 
evated in 2010. 

“You’re going to have 
problems with delinquen¬ 
cies of credit card loans, 
consumer loans, people 
won’t be able to pay their 
mortgages,” Zoellick told 


reporters in Singapore. 

“Some banks are going 
to continue to be troubled 
by bad loans.” 

Government stimulus 
spending will likely fuel 
economic growth through 
the middle of next year, 
Zoellick said. After that, 
consumer spending and 
business investment must 
take the baton to boost ex¬ 
pansion, he said. 

“If you’ve got large scale 
unemployment, if you’ve 
got consumers rebuilding 
savings and deleveraging, I 
don’t think the consumer 
is going to play that role,” 
he said.

Got cold feet on basement flooring? 



-he vision of hard¬ 
wood flooring in 
the basement may 
tantalize, but 
here’s one time 
when sitting on the fence 
to mull over the nature of 
basements isn’t a bad 
thing. 

For example, think back 
to that basement flood 
when the sump pump 
failed. Reflect upon the 
wetness that occasionally 
seeps in through your 
basement walls and floor 
when it rains a lot. What if 
the sewage backed up? 

Luckily, for your average 
concrete basement floor, 
the biggest problem is 
plain old moisture. And I 
don’t necessarily mean 
streams of it — just steady 
drips, dampness and ex¬ 
cess humidity. 

Consider the fact that 
basements are built direct¬ 
ly upon or next to soil, 
which is cold and damp, 
and also makes the con¬ 
crete walls and floors cold. 
When warm interior air

hits the cold surface of 
basement walls and floors, 
it condenses, producing 
wetness in your basement. 

To make matters worse, 
concrete floors are porous, 
and hydrostatic pressure 
can cause water to come 
through the concrete slab 
and onto the basement 
floor at times of heavy 
rain, especially if you’ve 
got cracks. 

The bottom line in a 
basement is don’t go with 
flooring that will be ruined 
by wetness because it is al¬ 
most always present at one 
time or another. 

If you’re considering 
how to finish the floor in 


your basement, here are 
some sage words of advice. 

• If you’ve got leak in the 
basement, fix it before you 
put down any flooring. 

• Porcelain or ceramic 
tile, applied directly to a 
clean, flat and dry concrete 
surface, works well in a 
basement. It can be 
cleaned easily too. 

• A garage-floor-type 
epoxy paint works well 
too, and sponging or other 
painting effects can create 
the look of stone. Clean- 
able. 

• Be cautious about lay¬ 
ing carpet directly on the 
concrete floor because it 
will readily grow mould 


between the naturally 
damp basement floor and 
the carpet, and this can re¬ 
sult in that typical mouldy 
basement smell. Be sure to 
use appropriate underlay 
materials, and even with 
that in place, be prepared 
to replace carpeting every 
once in a while, especially 
after any episodes of ex¬ 
cessive moisture in the 
basement. Rubber-backed 
carpet tiles may be helpful 
because they can be selec¬ 
tively removed and re¬ 
placed.

from people asking 
how long they have to 
live in a house before 
they can sell it with¬ 
out paying taxes. Many 
people believe that the 
answer lies solely in the 
timing of the transaction, 
that taxes can be avoided 
if they live in the house 
for at least one year. How¬ 
ever, the Income Tax Act 
makes no reference to a 
specific time period. 
Rather, the determining 
factor is whether the prof¬ 
it qualifies as business in¬ 
come. If the profit is busi¬ 
ness income, it is taxable. 

Based on the broad defi¬ 
nition of business, any 
single property sale could 
be considered a business 
transaction. The resulting 
profit would be included 
in computing one’s in¬ 
come for the year. Howev¬ 
er, there is no provision in

the Income Tax Act that 
specifically defines the el¬ 
ements of business in¬ 
come. 

When the courts have 
been asked to make such 
a determination, they 
have considered many 
factors, including the 
property owner’s inten¬ 
tions, the nature of the 
taxpayer’s business or 
profession, and the terms 
of the financing used to 
complete the deal. When 
considering the length of 
time that the property 
was owned, courts will al¬ 
so examine the factors 
that motivated or trig¬ 
gered the sale and the lo¬ 
cation of the property. 


The timing of a sale 
may not be significant if it 
stems from a couple who 
has separated. If an owner 
can no longer afford mort¬ 
gage payments, a deal 
would not likely be con¬ 
sidered a business trans¬ 
action, irrespective of any 
profit. However, if a tax¬ 
payer regularly deals in 
real estate, such as a real¬ 
tor or a home builder, it is 


more probable that gains 
stemming from a sale 
would qualify as business 
income. None of the fac¬ 
tors will be conclusive on 
their own and the meas¬ 
ure of their individual rel¬ 
evance varies from case to 
case.

• Other finishes should be 
used with a subfloor (a floor 
that is slightly raised above 
the concrete to allow 
drainage to a floor drain or 
natural evaporation under¬ 
neath) to maximize the length 
of life of the flooring. In this 
category, consider sealed cork 
for a basement that does not 
get heavy use. Carpeting can 
also benefit enormously from 
being used on top of a sub¬ 
floor. Linoleum or vinyl also 
works on a subfloor. (Gluing 
directly onto a concrete floor 
can cause the tile to contort 


when the temperature differ¬ 
ential is large between the 
cold floor and the warmer 
tiles.) 

• If you want a wood floor, 
opt for engineered wood 
(wood layers pressed together 
with a resin or glue) applied 
on a subfloor. Avoid solid 
wood flooring because it can 
buckle or warp with moisture. 
A floating laminate floor may 
work since it is not attached 
to the floor, but excess mois¬ 
ture can easily degrade the 
laminate, especially if it is of 
poor quality.

Despite being cancelled 
after only 10 episodes, El¬ 
lis’s Three Chords From 
the Truth is up for two 
awards, including best 
comedy program, at the 
ceremony celebrating 
Canada’s homegrown TV 
talent this weekend. 

Ellis says it’s fantastic to 
hear her show’s name 
bandied about again after 
it was unsuccessful at find¬ 
ing an audience on CMT. 

“It’s really nice to have a 
little revival of even the 
name of the show, people 
talking about it again, and 
knowing that our work 
had value. It’s a real hon¬ 
our,” she said. 

“It would be great if it 
had an opportunity to be 
seen. It was aired very late 
at night and I think most 
people were asleep,” she 
said with a laugh. 

CBC funnyman Ron 
James will host the awards, 
which are set to air Satur¬ 
day on Global and Show¬ 
case. 


The leading nominee is 
the CTV cop drama Flash¬ 
point, which is up for a 
record 19 trophies. The pe¬ 
riod drama The Tudors has 
11 nods and the rookie 
dramedy Being Erica has 
snagged nine nominations. 

Several other shows vy¬ 
ing for Canadian televi¬ 
sion’s top honours have al¬ 
so seen the end of their 
run. Showcase’s Testees, 
which is also up for best 
comedy series, was not re¬ 
newed after a single sea¬ 
son. 

Ellis said the fact that 
critically acclaimed shows 
are being cancelled with¬ 
out finding an audience in¬ 
dicates that quality Canadi¬ 
an television is not being 
sufficiently appreciated.

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Jackson funeral costs top $1M

Michael Jackson’s private 
family funeral was fit for a 
king and had a price tag to 
match — roughly $l 
million US, according to 
court documents. 

Although Jackson died in 
June and had a large public 
tribute at the Staples Cen¬ 
ter in Los Angeles in July, 
the private family funeral 
held Sept. 3 appeared to 
have been arranged with 
urgency. 

Legal requests for pay¬ 
ments filed with estate ad¬ 
ministrators by attorneys 
for Michael Jackson’s 
mother only three days be¬ 
fore the scheduled burial 
noted that if payment was 
not received by the funeral 
home and the Glendale Po¬ 
lice Department by Sept. 1, 
“the funeral will not pro¬ 
ceed.” 

The lawyers warned that 
such a development would 
cause Katherine Jackson 


and the family “pub¬ 
lic embarrassment 
and added grief, 
along with the 
daunting task of 
having to make new 
arrangements.” 

There was no indi¬ 
cation of resistance Jackson 
by the administra¬ 
tors, who approved pay¬ 
ment of all expenses and 
reimbursement of Michael 
Jackson’s sister Janet for an 
advance payment to Forest 
Lawn-Glendale of $49,000. 

The final tally of costs in¬ 
cluded $855,730 to Forest 
Lawn for cemetery and 
funeral charges includ¬ 
ing the purchase of oth¬ 
er plots within the 
same mausoleum that 
houses Jackson’s body.

$35,000 for burial 
garments; 

$1,975 for 
wardrobe

$2,000 for usher cos¬ 
tumes; $3,682 for 
framing of a photo¬ 
graph of Jackson 
next to the casket; 
$959 for embroi¬ 
dery; $11,716 for in¬ 
vitations and pro¬ 
grams; $16,000 for 
flowers; $30,000 for cars 
and security; and $15,000 
for a funeral designer. 
There was also a charge of 
$21,455 for the “funeral 
repast” at a restaurant af¬ 
ter the ceremony. 

During the period 
that the family 
waited to bury 
Jackson, they were 
charged $5,000 a 
month for holding 
the re¬ 


in a temporary vault. 

The documents showed 
that his mother, brother 
Randy and sister Janet were 
involved in the planning 
and were mindful that the 
media would be covering 
the funeral, although me¬ 
dia were not allowed inside 
the ceremony. 

“Mrs. Jackson and her 
family wish to honour her 
son by a funeral that seeks 
to offer solace to his multi¬ 
tude of fans and by which 
the family also may be 
comforted,” the attorneys 
said. The costs were 
substantial but

Rihanna says recording 
songs on her new album 
was such an emotional ex¬ 
perience that she 
sometimes had to leave 
the studio to prevent her¬ 
self from breaking down. 

“I walked out the studio 
a few times just trying not 
to be in tears,” she said this 
week about recording her 
fourth studio album, Rated 
R, to be released on Nov. 
23. 

“It was about me, and so 
much so that songs got re¬ 
ally personal to the point 
where it took three 
months for me to start 
recording it because it was 
too deep for me to even lis¬ 
ten to,” she said. 

The CD comes nine 
months after the 21-year- 
old singing sensation was 
attacked by ex-boyfriend 
Chris Brown. Rihanna said 
recording helped ease the 
pain — giving her an out¬ 
let to express how she tru¬ 
ly felt. “I got to vent be¬ 
cause I didn’t really talk a 
lot. I didn’t talk to a lot of 
people about anything I 
was feeling.

It’s pretty easy to tell that 
revered actor Phillip Sey¬ 
mour Hoffman is not so 
enthusiastic about doing 
press.

Twilight gets a bit creepier 

Actor Edi Gathegi reprises his vampire role in a spookier, sexier sequel

In the fascinating world of 
Twilight, the undead are 
indeed among us and, like 
all self-respecting 
vampires, they’re hungry 
for blood. 

But what has given Twi¬ 
light — both the juggernaut 
book series by Stephenie 
Meyer and its filmed equiva¬ 
lent — its devoted follow¬ 
ing, inspiring legions of 
swooning admirers, is that 
its melancholy ghouls are 
misunderstood. By and 
large, they’re just looking 
for love. 

Unlike the human-friend¬ 
ly Cullen clan, however, 
some of the monsters in the 
Twilight world aren’t so en¬ 
dearing. 

Case in point: the feral, 
ferocious Laurent, played in 
both Catherine Hardwiclce’s 
original Twilight film and in 
Chris Weitz’s hotly antici¬ 
pated follow-up, New Moon, 
by actor Edi Gathegi. 

“Playing Laurent has 
changed my fife,” says Gath¬ 
egi of his dreadloclced, de¬ 
ceitful and decidedly lethal 
blood-drinking heavy.

review On the surface, 
Good Hair sounds like the 
thinnest idea for a movie 
since Andy Warhol docu¬ 
mented 24 hours in the 
life of the Empire 
State Building using 
only one static 
shot. 

Comedian Chris 
Rock’s look at the 
African-American hair 
industry could have 
been a bit on the gimmicky 
side, but he and director Jeff 
Stilson wring every ounce 
of interest from the subject. 

Inspired by his young 
daughter asking, “Daddy, 
how come I don’t have good 
hair?” Rock uses gentle hu¬ 


mour to examine the rela¬ 
tionship black women have 
with their hair. He inter¬ 
views everyone from for¬ 
mer teen star Raven- 
Symone to author Maya An- 
gelou to decipher why and 
how African-American 
women go to such lengths 
to modify their hair. 

They discuss weaves — 
hair extensions described as 
“the graduation of the wig” 
— and relaxer, a po¬ 
tion used to 
straighten hair 
for a more “Euro¬ 
pean look,” 
which several 
women refer to as 
‘creamy crack” be¬ 
cause of their depend¬ 
ence on the toxic balm. 

It’s all rather light and 
breezy, and would be kind 
of inconsequential if Rock 
and company hadn’t broad¬ 
ened the film to examine 
how hair care in the 
African-American commu¬ 


nity became a billion-dollar 
industry, and why more of 
the businesses that feed this 
industry aren’t black- 
owned. 

“There’s something 
wrong when we can’t con¬ 
trol something as basic as 
the hair on our heads,” says 


A1 Sharpton (called the 
“Dalai Lama of Relaxer”). 

Good Hair works because 
it cleverly uses a study of 
African-American hair cul¬ 
ture as the gateway to ex¬ 
amine larger issues of race 
without ever sounding 
preachy or pedantic.

Is it perfect? No — a hair 
competition that boolcends 
the film could easily have 
been shortened or cut alto¬ 
gether — but it’s worth the 
price of admission to watch 
Rock talk hair, male and fe¬ 
male, with the folks at a 
barbershop, or to hear Ice-T 
talking about getting a mug 
shot taken while wearing 
curlers. 

Ultimately, Good Hair’s 
most important message is 
summed up by Sharpton, 
when the minister says, 
“The stuff on top of their 
heads isn’t as important as 
the stuff inside their 
heads.”
